It was 
subsequentiy confirmed by the officers 
of the fruit steamer Rosina, which came 
in later in the evening with additional 
details. 

The little island of Utilla, lying off 
the Honduran coast, and whose popula- 
tion is an indiscriminate mixture of 
whites, 
scene Of the tragedy in which twelve 
lives were sacrificed. The captain of the 
little trading schkvoner Olympia was 
about to make a trip to Ruatan, Truxil-

Belize. The vessel carried a crew of four 
and quite a number of passengers, mak- 
ing the total ist of peogle aboard num- 
ber thirteen.

after she had been under way less than 
an hour everybOdy was aroused by a 
snot and rushing on deck found a negro 
armed with a winchester rifle shooting 
down the men one after another. This 
negro was Robert McGill and as it: after. 
wards developed he had stowed himself 
away aboard with the intention of rob- 
bing the captain and then swimming 
ashore. After he had killed all but one of 
the men he ordered the last survivor to 
zo below and scuttle the ship. When the 
unfortunate reappeared on deck and re- 
Sorted the negro shot him dead. He then 
put the two women, Miss Elsie Morgan 
ond her sister, Mrs. Walter Rose, in the 
dory with 'Mre. Rose's 6-weeks-old infant 
and left the boat, steering for the main- 
land. 
Killed Woman and Baby. 

He changed his mind about allowing 
the women to five, and killed Mrs. Rose 
and her infant. 

Then he began shooting at Miss Mor- 
gan and wounded her in the arm. She 
jumped overboard and started to swim 
back to the island He fired at her in- 
effectually, but his ammunition evidently 
gave out, for he promised her immunity 
from harm if she would come back to 
the dory. She started back and when 
within oar’s length he struck her. on the 
head with an oar, stunning her. Be- 
lieving she was dead, he rowed away 
toward the mainiand. 

Miss Morgan swam back to the island, 
where she was thrown on the beach by 
the waves in an exhausted condition. 
She feared that the negro wold follow 
her, so she hid in the bushes. and for 
two days suffered from the heat and 
exposure, until found by a woman from 
her neighborhood and rescued from 
starvation. 

In the meantime the dory had been 
Washed ashore, and there wags excite- 
ment in the island, as it was believed 
the Olympia had gone down with ail 
hands. When Miss Morgan told her 
Story an immediate search was _ insti- 
tuted for McGill. and the authorities on 
the malnland were notified. 

Life Saved by President.

Every report of Section Director mar- 
bury in the weekly reports for the gov- 
ernment for the state of Georgia, since 
the middle of June has shown that cot- 
ton was in the fields going to absolute 
waste because of the inability of the 
farmers and planters to secure labor for 
the chopping of the cotton. This lack of 
labor is not confined to certain sections 
of Georgia, but is prevalent over the 
state and the entire southeast as well. 
The fearful cost resulting from this cause 
has been sufficient to attract the most 
serious attention of the government as 
well as the farmers ang the mill men. 
Again and again wages of $1.25 have 
been offered with board and in. some 


cases $1.50, but complajnts were made. 


that the negroes insisted on working but 
a day or two and then hurrying to the 
cities and towns, from which they re- 
fused to g0 to the fields even when 
Wagons were sent and special dishes in 
the way of board promised. When hands 
were secured at the end of four or five 
days they would pretend sickness or 
some other excuse and with their money 
leave the cotton fields but little better 
off than if they had not been visited by 
these negroes that pass from the country 
to the city In a night. 

Careful investigations have been made 
and these will be incorporated in a re- 
port to the highest government officials 
according to certain figures. More than 
@nhis, it has been reported that agents 
of the government have quietly been 
making investigations on their own hook 
and the great problem of securing labor 
in the south and the conditions as they 
exist today wil] be made to the proper 
authorities, and when made public will 
be of the most startling and sensational 
nature. a 

Report for Washington. 

It is believed, aithough none of the 
government officials in Atlanta will say 
anything at this time, that this report 
will be sent into Washington very soon. 
When given tothe newspapers the pres- 
ent rumor is that actual facts, figures 
and statistics will be included showing 
that a tremendous proportion of the 
Wage earners and field hands of the 
sOuth cannot be secured for labor these 
days because of the fact that they are 
absolute slaves to cocaine, As slaves of 
this drug and other diseases generally 
prevalent among negroes, it is expected 
that the report will show the conditions 
which exist today must be far worse 
with the spreading of the practice to- 
morrow and that lu Jess than five years 
the negroes will, comparatively speaking, 
be a lost quantity as laborers in the 
development of the south. 

Another feature expected in the report 
is that the system by which these dope 
Slaves have been made fiends is through 
agents which have been noticed mingling 
among the colored people. These agents 
when questioned have always been quick 
to state that they represenjged insurance 
companies, especially the ‘‘funeral’ in- 
surance which is so popular among the 
negroes. Others haye even carried books 
and avoiding suspicion in this way have 
mingled with the blacks, telling them 
stories of their oppression at the hands

In a few well-chosen words, President 
West spoke of the glory and honor shed 


of the men who for four years wore the 
gray, and of the pleasure which it gave 
the general assembly of Georgia to hear 
the ‘‘distinguished eommander of that 
army still mighty in spirit though de- 
creased in numbers.”’ 

The instant General Lee stepped upon 
the speaker’s stand a hearty volume of 
applause greeted him from the full gal- 
and crowded floor of the chamber. 
He began his address by thanking the 
general assembly for the honor con- 
ferred upon him, 

General Lee Eloquent. 

General Lee. then launched into the 
body of his address by speaking of the 
fact that sectional bittermess and hatred 
which once characterized the attitude of 
the two sections of the country had van- 
ished, and we have an example of this 
in the passage of the law by the national 


of national parks at Chickamauga, 
Gettysburg, Shiloh amd Vicksburg, where- 
in shall be erected no monument with 
an inscription expressing sectionalism, 
and also in the passage of an act return- 
ing battle flags which bear message of 
peace and reconciliation to the living and 
everlasting honor to the dead—to the 
American soldier who has won the admi- 
ration of the world. 

“The United Siates government is lead- 
ing the way in the matter of 
soldiers who foOugint in both the unlon 
and confederate armies, and the govern- 
ment asks the states to come forward 
and assist in thus handing down to fu- 
ture generationg this honor which is a 
common heritage of the American people 
by commemorating their deeds of valor. 
And I] come to you Georgians as a rép- 
resentative of the national government 
and ask you to do your part in this great 
work.’”’ 

General Lee referred to the great part 
done by the confederate soldier in re- 
storing to prosperity a country swept 
by war, and of the generosity of the 
yeung men of the south in honoring these 
men by placing them in authority. He 
believ@d that the young men who are now 
taking the places made vacant by these 
older men would also show their gener- 
osity and honor for the cause for which 
their gathers fought by assisting in the 
work of commemorating the deeds. of 
the southern soldiers. 


What North Has Done. 

He showed that eight northern siates 
had appropriated $525,000 for the erec- 
tion of monuments at Vicksburg, with 
nine northern states yet to be ‘heard 
from. ‘The north thus shows that she 
is proud of her soldiers; the south can-

But there is 
no provision made for the enforcement 
any of these laws, not a dollar ap- 
carry any of them out. 
The law simply says, ‘Hear, oh, Israel, 
this is the law,’ and rests confident in 
the sweet conviction that Israel will 
hear and obey. 
the adulterator goes merrily on. Such 
investigations as my limited time and 
means have permitted me to make show 
the necessity for a comprehensive an@ 
actively enforced law; out of fifteen 
samples of butter bought in the open 
market three were found to be ‘reno- 
vated’ or process: butters, one of them 
having been made to take up as much 
as 44 per cent of water. Renovated 
butters are old or rancid butters which 
have been ‘processed’ so as to make 
them taste like fresh butter, all of the 
samples contained artificial coloring mat- 
ter and three were rancid.. None contain- 
ed oleomargarine, except the one bought 
as ‘butterine.’ It was the most respect- 
able in the lot, masquerading under no 
false ‘colors’ as did most of the but- 
ters, but was made of clean oleomarga- 
rine and a little pure cotton seed oil. 
Such. honest commercial products de- 
serve wider appreciation and consump- 
tion. Pure refined cotton seed oll is a 
most whaJlesome fat and our people 
should endeavor to overcome the absurd 
prejudice against it, a prejudice created 
largely by the fact that It has been used 
as an adulterant of olive ofl. We have 
all eaten it an our salads under 
name of olive ol] and enjoved it. Then 
why not buy it for its own sake, and 
cultivate a fondness for it? An actively 
enforced pure foog law will do more to 
bring about such a result than any other 
cause, since it will then have to be sold 
on its own merits. Those merits being 
great, wil] create a demand for it under 
its own name, and being both good and 
cheap, its consumption will rapidly ex- 
tend throughout the country, and I ex- 
pect to see the day come when Ameri- 
cans of all sections will prefer to dip 


their bread and biscuit in a clean, sweet} 


golden yellow oll: pressed from the seed 
of the royal plant, to spreading it with 
‘renovated’ or ‘process’ butter made from 
rancid fats, artificially colored and for 
which they. pay a fancy price.
